U, S, AID TO ITALY 


GIVEN IN SHIPPING; 
OFFER 100,000 TONS

Washington. Nov. 1.—American 


aid Wteltaly in the period of her na- 
tional mergency will take the form 
principally of shipping, sufficient for 
transportation of supplies needed for 
support of armies blocking the Aus- 
trian advance. About 100,000 tons 
of shipping has been promised Italy 
by the shipping board and the vessels 
will be turned over as soon as possi- 
ble.

TODAY; NEW POSTAGE 


STARTS TOMORROW 


Newark people awakened today to 


the fact that the new war taxes are 
in effect and as a result pennies are 
in great demand. 
At the postoffice today Postmastar 


Frank T. Mercer and Assistant Post- 
master J. M. Fanner were bept busy 
answering questions about the new 
rates of postage. 
Mr. Farmer ad- 


vised an Advocate representative that 
the increase afterls letter and card 
postage and an inSemal revenue tax 
en parcel post packages exceeding a 
25 rent rate. 


"Drop" or local letters may still be 


sent at the «!»! .ate. two cents per 
ounce or fraction thereof, where de- 
posited within the postoJfice district. 
that 5s letters dropped in mall boxes 
in NVu-arh lor city delivery or wher-| 
f7<r local rural carriers deliver, willi 
not pay advance postage on letters or j 
<ard<; 
Postal cards either for local" 


or o«l of town delivery will require 
two rents postage. 
The new postage rate, three cents 


for letter; and two cents for cards, 
KOCS into effect at midnight tonight. 
This means an increase approximate- 
ly of VSwcen 25 and 30 per cent in 
Ibe rc/ojnis of the office. 


It al«rt means that the local offic« 


v ill have mnrh. additional clerical 
work for«>d upon it, for on July 1, 
»he Newark office was made the cen- 
Iral a^ouniitig office for all third 
and fourth fla«s offices Jn the dis-j 
trict, there being 22 of them. Snp-5 
plies arc provided through the local j 
office and all accounts checked by 


the postmaster. All reports for such 
offices, including^ the recapitulation 
are furnished the government by the 
Newark postmaster and his assistant 
but no extra compensation is received 
for the work. 
There is an adequate supply ol 


three cent stamps at the local office 
but a two and a one cent stamp may 
be used. Postal cards must carry a 
two or two one cent stamps. 


Theatre patrons must pay a tax of 


10 per cent of the cost of their tick- 
ets. 


Club members must pay 10 
per 


cent of dues exceeding 112 per year. 


One cent must be paid on each 20 


cents express charges and purchaser 
of life insurance policies must pay 
eight cents on each f 100.

those persons paying more than 15 
cents for telephone calls, telegrams 
or radiograms, will add five cents for 
taxes.

The capture by British troops of 
Beersheba, approximately 40 miles 
southwest of Jerusalem, is reported 
in an official statement today. 


When the operations in Palestine 


halted last spring the British had 
pushed* up the coast from the Sinai 
peninsula to the gates of Gaza, on 
the coast in" southern 
Palestine, 


while in interior Palestine their col- 
umns had advanced on a virtually 
parallel 
front, to the vicinity of 


Beersheba. There were reports that 
there had been a penetration as far 
northward as Hebron, which is less 
than 20 miles from Jerusalem, out 
apparently there was no definite ad- 
vance of the British main force to 
this point. 


Early reports last month states 


that British and revolting Arab 
forces from the southern interior 
had effected a junction in southern 
Palestine and that combined opera- 
tions by these forces against the 
Turks might be expected shortly. 


Seven groups of German airplanes, 


totaling about 30 machines, made a 
determined effort to bombard Lon- 
don last night, but apparently not 
more tha,n three of them succeeded 
in penetrating to the heart of the 
city, a few others reaching the out- 
skirts.

Efforts to give 
them some task at whicli they can 
not object have proved of no avail 
Although 
most 
are 
excellent 


judges of livestock, they refuse to do 
work about the remonnt station be- 
cause it Is part of the military camp 
TKey were questioned as to 
what 


they would like to do and to find 
if there was something at which they 
could raise no objection but that did 
not solve the probelm. 
"What would you do if you saw- 
that women were forced 
to walk 


about the hospital in mud?" was one 
of*the questions put to them by an 
officer. 
"Build walks," -was the reply; so 


they were to start building walks 
about camp 
But they rebelled, de-

FOOD CONSERVATION 


COMPULSORY UPON 
MAKERS AND DEALERS 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Columbus, Nov. l.—Beginning to- 


day, 
food conservation is made com- 


pulsory on manufaotuiers. wholsalers. 
jobbers, and many retailers of the 
country's basic food products. 


Coming at the height of the food- 


pledge week compaign, this is con- 
sidered by the food administration, 
a conclusive answer to the few "con- 
scientious objectors" among house- 
wives who have said 


"Why 
should I sign the 
food- 


pledge to conserve food in mv home 
when speculators are boosting prices 
and anti-Americans have been hoard- 
ing food in enormous quantities'" 


The food administration says there 


will be no more of that. On and aft- 
er November 1, all the great man- 
ufacturers and wholesalers and many 
retailers are forbidden to do business 
except under government license. 
This includes those who are engaged 
m the import, manufacture, storage, 
and distribution of the fundamental 
foodstuffs. 
It embraces meat-pack- 


ers, cold-storage warehouses, can- 
ners, elevators, grain dealers, and re- 
tailers doing a business of more than 
$100,000 a year. 


The government will watch these 


dealers and consider them as patriot- 
icallv living up to the provisions of 
the license until, by their own acts 
thev prove the confidence misplaced. 


Conspiracy on the part of dealers 


to defeat the purpose of the food 
law is punishable by $10.000 fine or 
two years imprisonment, or both.
